And we're glad she asked.

What we want to 
do for you—and we're glad you 
gave us this opportunity — is 
clarify for you, and for other 
readers, the role of weekly 
newspapers.

Sure, it's news— 
but you get your big national 
and international news in the 
large city dailies—not from us. 
Our job is to report what goes 
on here among the people of 
Sierra Madre, and this we en¬ 
deavor to do to the best of our 
ability. 

And now we come back to 
you, Mrs. John Doe. As a mem¬ 
ber of the community we con¬ 
sider it YOUR duty to do some¬ 
thing about the United Nations 

_or about any other issue on 

which you feel strongly. It 
would then fall within the 
scope of our legitimate job to 
report on what you do. since 
you as a citizen are important 
and whatever you do is impor¬ 
tant. 

In other words—if you want 
to read something about the 
United Nations in your home¬ 
town paper, why not join with 
other like-minded local citi¬ 
zens? Form a study group; get 
up your own UN club; issue 
reports, in your local group's 
name, on the proceedings at 
Lake Success. 

Believe me—in behalf of the 
NEWS—when I say that under 
those circumstances you'll find 
a most cooperative press down 
here at 9 Kersting Square. 

How about it?

So many organizations are 
bombarding us with publicity 
designed to "get out the vote" 
this year that, while we sym¬ 
pathize heartily with their de¬ 
sire to arouse that 49 per cent 
of franchised Americans who 
didn't go to the polls in the 
last presidential race, we can't 
help feeling that we must be 
truly objective—and give a few 
pointers to the other side. We 
thought hard—for at least three 
seconds—and came up with a 
few arguments for those who 
definitely don't want to vote in 
this Nov. 4 hassle. Listed in the 
order of importance, their ar¬ 
guments can read something 
like this: 

(1) Who cares who wins, any¬ 
way? 

(2) My candidate lost in Chi¬ 
cago—and if we don't play 
the game my way. I always 
take my marbles and go home; 

(3) I think voting foments 
revolutions; it took a revolution 
by a lot of silly-looking men 
in powdered wigs and knee 
pants to give me the right to 
vote, and I'm going to put a

Morgan Favors Short Term 
Bond Issue For Extra Area 

No consensus regarding a solution to financing Sierra Ma- 
dre’s additional parking was reached at the meeting last week 
of the parking committee. But A1 Morgan, chairman of the com¬ 
mittee, expressed the personal opinion that the problem belonged 
squarely in the laps of all residents of the city—and not just 

the downtown merchants. 

—-— Morgan and the other mem¬ 

bers of the committee heard re¬ 
ports from various groups in the 
community, including delega¬ 
tions from the merchants, and 
came up with three methods for 
solving the parking problem. 

The first would be to set up 
a Parking Authority, to be ap¬ 
pointed by City Council and re¬ 
sponsible to that body; the sec¬ 
ond, to float a short-term bond 
issue and acquire land by con¬ 
demnation and purchase, and 
the third, to set up a Parking 
District, like the light district 
which was set up some years 
ago. 

In the last possibility, Mor¬ 
gan pointed out, the merchants 
whose property abuts onto the 
crowded center of town would 
set up the district and be re¬ 
sponsible for the financing, as 
they were for the financing of 
the lighting system. 

Expressing disagreement with 
this point of view, Morgan re¬ 
iterated his opinion that the 
problem properly belongs to 
every resident of Sierra Madre, 
and declared himself in favor 
of the floating of a bond issue. 

"It should be a bond issue 
to be retired in a short time— 
possibly five years,” he said. 
"If we put in parking meters 
and at the same time increased 
the licensing fees of the mer¬ 
chants, the thing would pay tor 
itself in a short time and no 
injustice would be done to any 
segment of the population.” 

With this end in view, Rudy 
Hartman, chairman of financ¬ 
ing, and Harry Lange, chair¬ 
man of the committee on ac¬ 
quisition, will meet with City 
Attorney T. Guy Cornyn this 
week to look into the legal as¬ 
pects of the proposal. 

It was learned that several 
pieces of property in town are 
being considered as sites for 
the additional parking: one at 
Baldwin and Suffolk, one at 
Auburn and Windsor Lane, one 
at Baldwin and Montecito. 


To Extend Both 
Rosemead and 
Orange Grove 

An appropfiation of $100,000 
for the extension of Rosemead 
boulevard from Foothill boule¬ 
vard three-quarters of a mile 
northward to Sierra Madre bou¬ 
levard was approved this week 
by the Board of Supervisors. 

The money will come from 
the county’s state gas reim¬ 
bursement. 

Also, another $104,000 will be 
paid to Pasadena for the east¬ 
ward extension of Orange Grove 
avenue from Sierra Madre 
boulevard (within Pasadena) 
eastward to the extension of 
Rosemead boulevard in the 
Lower Hastings Ranch. 

Assistant County Road Com¬ 
missioner Earl Burt said that 
later approval would be given 
for the extension of New York 
drive eastward to Rosemead 
boulevard.

The honor of bagging the 
season’s third rattler in Sierra 
Madre went to the George Hed- 
walls this week. 

Seems as though the Hed- 
walls were returning from an 
outing Sunday night when they 
picked out with their head¬ 
lights a big snake lying in the 
path of their car, on Grandview 
avenue, near N. Mountain Trail. 
Mr. Hedwall ran over the snake, 
and then, just to make sure, 
went back and forth across the 
reptile until he was reasonably 
sure it was dead. 

The family then picked up 
their trophy and took it home 
to 417 N. Mountain Trail, where 
they found it had nine rattles 
and measured four feet long.

Inertia Is Greatest Enemy, 
Civil Defense Heads Find 


One of the strongest defer¬ 
ents encountered in obtaining 
talent tor the various posts of 
responsibility in the Warden 
Activity of the Civil Defense 
Organization in the city has 
been the lassitude and compla¬ 
cency evidenced in general by 
the public as a whole, Col. 
Charles R. Gildart reported this 
week. 

Many responsible and capa¬ 
ble citizens, when solicited, 
have frankly stated that they 
are “not interested,” he said. 
“We hope the memories of 
these persons who have ex¬ 
pressed this attitude are not so 
short that they will be prone 
to criticize should everyone’s in¬ 
terest be activiated by the oc¬ 
currence of an incident of some 
type that stimulates a general 
consciousness of the import¬ 
ance of Civil Defense.” 

His statement does not, he 
said, apply to those who have 
volunteered and those who 
have, to the prejudice of their 
own personal time and activi¬ 
ties, assumed jobs and are now 
doing and have done more than 
their share. 

A concentrated effort in the 
next few weeks will be made 
with an objective to have every 
section of our city manned by 
a Block Warden who will be 
responsible for from 10 to 15 
households. His responsibility 
will be to complete a Census 
and Household Composition 
form for each household with 
a map of his section of the 
city; inform the householders 


of the basic supplies and es¬ 
sentials advisable for preserva¬ 
tion of the family unit; and en¬ 
deavor to encourage members 
of the family to take first aid, 
fire prevention and emergency 
health and sanitation courses. 
He will also encourage each 
member of the family to be 
familiar with the publication 
"Survival Under Atomic At¬ 
tack” which has previously 
been sent out to everyone on 
the city mailing list. 

When properly organized, 
none of the posts of Area, Sec¬ 
tion or Block Warden should be 
very time consuming, the Col. 
stated. In the sections of the 
city where an efficient job has 
been completed the workers 
have been amazed at the hid¬ 
den talents and facilities that 
have been discovered in the in¬ 
dividual households that could 
be brought into play by a w'ell 
organized group in the event of 
any kind of a disaster. 

If your household is not con¬ 
tacted by a Block Warden in 
the near future or you do not 
know who your Block Warden 
is please call the City Hall and 
ask Merritt Baker, the executive 
head of the Civil Defense Or¬ 
ganization, to let you know 
w'here responsibility lies.

But he doesn’t al¬ 
ways want to take the positive 
step to exercise the right he 
would fight for if he lost it!” 

Gibian reminded citizens that 
Sept. 11 is positively the last 
date on which they may regis¬ 
ter to vote in November. 

He also supplied the follow¬ 
ing revised list of addresses 
where unregistered voters may 


SEE NEED FOR RAISING 
$2500 IN SIERRA MADRE 

Harold Roberts, chairman of the Sierra Madre Republican 
Finance Committee, this week placed it squarely up to the local 
voter to help raise the money necessary to elect a Republican 
slate in November. Sierra Madre’s share in the cost is $2500, he 

reported. , . , 

With Frank Spencer and Col. 
Walter Thurber, Roberts makes 
up the group which will collect 
funds from this city. These 
funds will then go to the United 
Republican Campaign Commit¬ 
tee for county, state and na¬ 
tional distribution. 

"The cost of conducting a 
campaign has risen to astro¬ 
nomical heights,” Roberts said 
here this week. “Just to men¬ 
tion the price of a single half- 
hour of television—of a single 
hour of radio —of operating a 
special campaign train — is 
enough to make the ordinary 
citizen quail. 

“And yet,” he went on, “there 
is no other practical way to 
reach the ordinary voter; the 
man on whom the outcome of 
November's election depends. 
We must raise the sum of 
money assigned to us, we must 
raise it here in Sierra Madre 
and we must, in so doing, take 
in all of those of our citizens 
who have an interest and stake 
in seeing that the two-party 
system continues in this coun¬ 
try.” 

Emphasizing the strong lo¬ 
cal need for funds to help de¬ 
fray expenses right here in the 
city, he pointed out that the 
local treasury is, like Mother 
Hubbard’s Cupboard, just about 
bare. 

“Even to open the campaign 
which begins after Labor Day, 
we’ll need some money to get 
started,” he said. “Therefore 
we’re asking everyone who is 
able, to give now—right away.” 

Those who wish to ear-mark 
their contributions for indivi¬ 
dual candidates — Eisenhower, 
Nixon and Edgar Hiestand are 
the local concerns—are encour¬ 
aged to do so, and assured that 
the money will be used in the 
way they wish. 

Concluding his appeal for 
funds—to meet local costs and 
also to meet requirements at 
the state, county and national 
level—Roberts reiterated the 
fact that the Republican cam¬ 
paign must rely on the indi¬ 
vidual voter, at the grass-roots 
level. 

"We are unable to equal the 
huge funds that can be raised 
by pressure groups who are in¬ 
terested in keeping the other 
party in power,” he concluded. 
“We can only depend on the 
average citizen to dig down and 
make his contribution, however 
small, and give us the back¬ 
ing we need to see that our na¬ 
tion starts Nov. 5 with a clean 
house.”

It was Saturday morning in 
early Spring. The bell on the 
Raldowne Ranch rang at four 
o’clock.

A flock of wild pigeons 
breezed down from the moun¬ 
tains at about this time in the 
early morning, circled over the 
oak trees below, finally coming 
to rest in the top of one where 
they could pick off the acorns 
at their leisure. By this time 
the mule teams had arrived at 
their places of work on a sec¬ 
tion of the ranch known as the 
woods, where they were con¬ 
structing a dirt dam to hold the 
waste water and to raise the 
water level in the wells below, 
near Arcadia. 

My brother Ted and I heard 
the rustling noise of the birds 
coming down from the moun¬ 
tains to feed in the oak 
trees. We prepared our shot 
guns. It was some time after¬ 
wards that the birds finally 
settled in a tree below. Their 
beautiful blue necks were 
plainly visible, but to get with¬ 
in range was no easy thing. A 
fence running north and south 
bordered the field where the 
oak tree stood. Along one side 
was an old road leading down 
to where the men were work¬ 
ing, with plenty of brush bor¬ 
dering the fence. 

The manner in which we 
wiggled over the ground to get 
behind that fence would have 
done credit to any hunter. The 
guns banged four times, and 
the pigeons rose in the air. 

About this time the rapid hoof 
beats of Johnson’s fast nag 
came to our ears as we disap¬ 
peared in opposite directions. 

Ted hid in a rats’ nest while I 
climbed into an orange tree. 

Mr. Johnson was somewhat be¬ 
wildered over the disappear¬ 
ance of the two hunte-rs, and 
after driving within 20 feet of 
Ted without seeing him, went 
back and picked up the birds. 

When we got back on the 
scene and the ranch foreman 
was gone, one lone bird dropped 
down through the tree for us, 
but being well trained in the

retreat, and that is why Mr. 
Johnson’s sorrel mare got back 
to the barn with a whole hide. 

Such experiences made life 
in the out of doors quite inter¬ 
esting and like many boys, 
guns were in our minds a great 
deal. So I am going to tell you 
a story about a gun and a bear, 
told by a hunter to a group of 
boys that completed the Sturte- 
vant Trail. This story was told 
by Lewis Newcomb one evening 
around the campfire. Believe it 
or Not! 

‘‘Did you ever stop to realize 
how fast a bear can turn 
around? A bear can turn around 
so fast when fighting dogs, or 
at any other time that he looks 
like a blurr. I had a close call 
with the last bear I killed. I 
use a big 45-90 but that gun 
was too penetrating. When I 
shot him with that high-pow¬ 
ered gun, that bear turned so 
fast when I poured it to him 
in his open mouth, that he gave 
one big jump through the air 
in the opposite direction, and 
ran down the side of the moun¬ 
tain. Well, I went back to camp 
and when I cleaned the gun, 
the bullet was stuck in the bar¬ 
rel pointing in the wrong way.” 

At this time the mountaineer 
made a long pause in the story 
and one of the boys accidental¬ 
ly spit in the frying pan. 

“Well,” continued the moun¬ 
taineer, "next day we found 
the dead bear a hundred yards 
down the side of the mountain. 
We skinned it, and there was 
no sign of any place where the 
bullet went in or came out. 
That bear turned so fast that 
the bullet went clear through 
him and got stuck in the gun 
barrel going in the opposite di¬ 
rection.”

GOVERNMENT IS YOUR BUSINESS, by James Gregory Keller. 

This is not a new book—it came out last year, nor is it a book 
addressed to people in general. It is addressed to you. It is not 
intended for the experts, nor will it make anyone an expert on 
government. It lias been prepared for the average citizen, the man 
in the street, the housewife in 
her home, the farmer, the 
plumber, the doctor, the law¬ 
yer, the student, the actor, the 
writer and the corner grocer. 

All of these, with all the rest 
of us, constitute the govern¬ 
ment of the United States. 

The book states over and 
over: “Either you run your gov¬ 
ernment, or your government 
runs you.” This is one country 
where you still have a free 
choice! You read in many in¬ 
teresting pages what you can 
do about it, and how you can 
do it, RIGHT NOW! You not 
only have a stake in the fu¬ 
ture, but you can do much per¬ 
sonally to shape that future for 
yourself and for everyone else. 

Tracing the functions of gov¬ 
ernment from their grass roots, 
the book explains the role of 
village, county, state, and fed¬ 
eral agencies, showing that 
government affects everyone of 
us.

Actually a nine-day perform¬ 
ance by priests of the Snake 
and Antelope fraternities, the 
Snake Dance is mostly secret 
and held in kivas (under¬ 
ground ceremonial chambers), 
but the public is allowed to see 
the culminating rite on the last 
day. No cameras are allowed.
